The state board of health does not 


permit of sanitary sewers being con- 
nected up with eavespouts and back 
yards and anyone who makes such 
contention is liable to a penalty, ac- 
cording to the engineer.

Touching "-the practical side -of prohi-;

The 
excesses of enforcement are- being util- 
ized and some of it effectively, to fos- 
ter opposition to the eighteenth amend- ' 
ment. Killings like that of Mrs. De- 
King in Illinois and many others 
which appear to have been without 
sufficient justification, are undoubtedly 
causing a reaction against the whole 
experiment. Deplorable as these inci- 
dents are in themselves, they are not so 
serious as the chaos toward which the 
country seems to be drifting. 


It does no good to argue that the 


majority of the people of the United 
States wish to preserve prohibition, 
whether that be a fact or not.

constructive results. 
Defiance of the 


law and constitution has become for- 
' midable and it is now being openly ad- 
vocated. Feeling is intense and bitter.' 
On the other side, fanaticism stajnds 
in the way of ameliorating the evils 
and inconsistencies of prohibition and 
seeking a sane solution of the 
liquor^ 


problem.

While the drys have the law on their 


side up to date, that may count for 
nothing in the end. 
The deplorable 


part of the impasse is the refusal on 
the part ofvthe drys to recognize the 
defects and injustices and vices of an 
impossible tyranny -they have set up, 
and of the wets to have recourse to 
constitutional methods and 
orderly 


processes. It looks 'like a fight to the 
finish, with reason thrown to the winds 


, and force- substituted in its place. Un- 


fortunately for them and the country 
the American people do not compro- 
mise in such a situation. They seem to 
prefer excesses and blows. Frank rec- 
ognition of certain fundamental facts 
about the errors of prohibition and the 
inviolability of law and constitution if 
our^system of government is to %jir- 
vive, would soon adjust the controver- 


; sy and correct an intolerable situation. 


BEFUDDLING THE LAW 


A New York lawyer, sentenced to 


two and one-half years in the peniten- 
tiary for grand larceny and receiving 
stolen goods, gets a drastic lecture 
from the judge. 
The defendant was 


found guilty four years ago. His pun- 
ishment has been held up ever since by 
a course of clever legal obstruction in- 
volving 37 different court moves, in- 
cluding appeals to the highest state 
courts on technical grounds. 


"The verdict was warranted," says 


the judge. "Your guilt was plain. You 
had a fair trial and you were defended 
by an able attorney. You are as bad a 
criminal as w<!' ever have had in these 
courts. You arc trained in the law. You 
planned this criminal operation. If you" 
only would, you could enlighten 
the 


district attorney as to the identity of 
the 'master minds in the Wall street 
robbery. The record of this case shows 
a deliberate attempt to delay and ob- 
struct justice." 


Be it said to their credit that it is not 


oftenfila\vyers use their cleverness and 
knowledge of the law to prevent or de- 
fer their own punishment. But most of 
them use all their resources habitually 
to tie knots in the law and obstruct 
justice when representing clients of 
whose guilt there is no doubt. 
It is a 


curious thing, too, when you consider 
that every lawyer is in theory an offi- 
cer of the court, pledged by his oath 
and supposed by professional tradition 
to act as a public servant in the promo- 
tion of justice. Every accused citizen, 
of course, has a right to legal defense. 
But why should that right be extended 
to the bedevilment of justice through 
a complicated legal game for lawyers' 
benefit at the expense of the public? 


TEACHING WOMEN TO DRIVE 


A large automobile club and safety 


council have announced a driving 
school for women. More than 400 wo- 
men enrolled in the first week. 
The 


school is to be limited to 1,500, but 
there are. likely to be more than that 
many applicants. 


The purpose 6f the course is to teach 


women automobile drivers more about 
their cars and the traffic regulations 
under which they operate. The course 
will be given through a nine-week 
period. It is open to women-who are. 
learning to' drive or who are planning 
to learn to drive, or women whoiare 
now driving^ and who want to know 
more about a car's mechanism. . 


Lotal automobile manufacturers and 


dealers and the traffic division of the 
police^department arc cooperating with 
the driver's school. With such support, 
the course ought to be quite thorough 
and should result in correcting many 
of the faults skilful men drivers com- 
plain of'in the women .drivers they 
meet in traffic. 


Knowledge of the mechanical opera- 


tion of their cars should be a big help 
in making better drivers of women. 
Men have said women do not under- 
stand the working either of their 
household nfachincry or their automo- 
biles. Women have replied that they 
have never, been taught such things 
in schools or elsewhere. That excuse 
is fast disappearing. 


SILENT HERB 


Calvin Coolidge had, and still has, 


the reputation of being a ,vcry silent 
man. That reputation is not altogether 
deserved. He is really a man of few 
words in his personal relations. 
He 


lacks the;gift or habit of small talk. He 
docs not- converse with those around 
him unless-he ^fecls that he has some- 
thing to say. But Coolidge as a public 
man has been far from taciturn. He has 
made many speeches on a wide range 
•of topics. He has written messages of 
great length. His correspondence has 
been extensive. He will probably be 
found to have expressed himself pub- 
licly to a much greater extent than 
most presidents. 


President Hoover, too, is considered 


a rather silent man. And this reputa- 
tion also is probably undeserved. But 
there is an interesting contrast. He is 
not given to speeches, as Mr. Coolidge 
was. Apparently he is going to make 
as few addresses as possible, and they 
may be expected to be short. But in 
his personal intercourse, while never 
loquacious, he has shown himself 
so 


far ill his presidential career -more dis- 
posed to self-expression .than his pred- 
ecessor. He takes the press fully into 
his confidence. He speaks readily, for 
quotation by the newspapers, on top- 
ics of all kinds. He is said to be much 
freer and easier in his official confer- 
ences than was expected. 


On the whole, either of these states- 


men can be regarded as silent 
only* 


when compared with such a tell-thc- 
world president as Roosevelt.

before, declaring war.agatn.st Germany.

vote m the House was 373 to 50. The joint reso- 
lution was signed.by Thomas R. Marshall, vice 
president. Champ Clark, speaker of the House, 
and approvedvby President Wilson, on this date 
m 1917. 


Our entrance into the greatest armed conflict 


in history followed the breaking off of diplomatic 
relations with Germany. Feb. 3. after that coun- 
try had begun its campaign of unrest nctcd sub- 
marine warfare anA'200 Americans had lost their 
lives on tho lush seas. In. addition, our com- 
merce liarl been interfered with, and intrigues 
had been plotted against our neutrality and se- 
curity. 


Two days after the resolution declaring war 


was adopted, tho Austrian charge d'affaires, in 
Washington asked for his passports because his 
country was nn ally of Germany. It was not. 
however, until Dec. 7. 1017. that war 
was 


formally declined a;am:>t Austria-Hungary.

leaves do contain eoms axalic-acld 
which Is a highly poisonous materi- 
al. They should not be used in any 
way. The stems contain much lew 
acid than the leaves and after cook- 
ing the acid content is nil.

raisins, 4 tablespoons butter. 1-2 cup

Sprinkle with sugar and 
dot with bits of butter. Cover with 
remaining crumbs and dot wjth but- 
ter.

not. particularly the great wealth of 
June blooming perennials such as 
the irises, peonies.' delphiniums and

there is a lull in the procession of 
perennials. 


In order to have the annuals in 


bloom and of sufficient development 
to make a showing it is necessary to 
give many of them an early start. 
Otherwise they will not give their 
full beauty until into August, leav- 
ing; a gap in the garden. 


They should be started 
in' seed 


boxes. These boxes may be placed 
either in a cold frame or a window 
of the. home. The sun 
parlors of 


modern houses, which are 
usually 


.not over-heated, offer an ideal place 
totstart annuals, having plenty of 
light and a temperature that usually 
is not as hot and. dry as the livin.5 
room. A few degrees above freezing 
will be an excellent atmosphere for 


some of the annuals that like a cool 
start. Others demand wanner tem- 
perature. Zinnias and marigolds are 
in the latter class while snapdragons 
and asters may be given a cool start. 


In addition to starting annuals in- 


doors, poppies, centaureas and an- 
nu_a! larkspurs should be sown out- 
side on any day that is fair enough 
to tempt a gardener into the garden. 
Scattered on the surface of the soil 
where they are wanted, the molting 
snoxvs and rain will do the rest and 
they will come on in a hurry as soon 
as the spring sun calls them. 


Verbenas need an early start as 


they are slow to germinate and slow 
growing in tho early stages" of their 
career, showing their 
speed when 


they begin to send out runners, 
after mnnincr uo to tho first cluster 
of 
buds. 
Petunias need 
a start 


ahead of the outdoor season to give 
them a chance to show a good flash 
of bloom in July. They will just be 
setting under \\ay if seed sowing is 
delayed until May 1. Early seed 
planting will solve the problem of a 
continuous display of color in the 
garden.
